Senator Ed Davis (R-Chatsworth) wants 
to see the Local Agency Formation Com- 
mission removed from the jurisdiction of the 
county and become an agency of the state 
instead. 

“Who pays LAFCO’s bill? The county 
does,” Davis said. “Becoming a city is like 
getting a divorce, you have to go back to the 
partner [i.e., the county ] to get what you 
want. We need to have the jurisdiction with 
the state.” 

The senator is also proposing that LAF- 
CO’s financial feasibility studies use outside 
consultants so that the results are “verifiable 
and believable” and that when the question 
of cityhood arises, a local representative 
must sit in advisement on the board.

Homeowners oppose Baldwin plans

The Calabasas Park 
Homeowners Association has 
raised $7,000 to fight a devel- 
oper’s request for more homes 
and commercial space. 

At issue are 1,289 parcels 
south of the freeway between 
Parkway Calabasas and Las 
Virgenes Canyon. Irvine- 
based Baldwin Company 
wants to build about 1,500 
homes and develop 65 acres of 
commercial area, but the land 
is zoned for 138 homes and 14 
acres of commercial area. 

“The concept for Calabasas 
Park was that Baldwin was 
supposed to be developed in 
10-acre horse properties and 
kept pretty much in a natural 
state,” said Jim Foley, presi- 
dent of the Calabasas 
Homeowners Association. 

But Los Angeles County is 
asking Baldwin to spend 
between $14 and $20 million 
to connect either Old Calaba- 
sas Road or Parkway Calaba- 
sas to Las Virgenes Road. As 
a result, Baldwin is asking for 
increased density to meet its 
additional costs. 

“It’s important to note that 
our association is not anti- 
development. It’s more a 
question of our agreeing on 
how much to develop,” Foley 
said. 

“We don’t want Parkway 
Calabasas (a north-south 
street) to go through,”’ he 
added, “because that would 
split our community in half 
and besides, we wouldn’t want 
all that traffic (estimated at 
44,000 trips daily) going 
through our residential com- 
munity. Expansion of Park- 
way Calabasas would cost 
Baldwin about $20 million.” 

Foley said extension of Old 
Calabasas Road (which now 
dead-ends at the psychiatric 
hospital) would cost Baldwin 
about $14 million. 

“Our group said we would 
be willing to negotiate on the 
density,” Foley continued, 
“but our numbers were far 
apart.” 

The homeowner’s group 
will use part of their funds to 
hire a traffic consultant, 
Associated Traffic Consul- 
tants, to advise them on the 
impact of the proposed devel- 
opment. The association will 
also hire Jack Spahn, a devel- 
oper consultant, who is ex- 
pected to help counsel in 
clearing the red tape of county 
hearings. 

Baldwin was included in the 
boundaries of the proposed 
city of Calabasas, despite its 
request for exclusion. A final 
hearing is scheduled for Feb. 
10. 

“Many newly incorporated 
cities impose a moratorium 
on building and development 
approved by other govern- 
mental agencies,’’ wrote 

James Harter, director of 
planning foor Baldwin in an 
Oct. 8 letter to Local Agency 
Formation commission, an 
agency which decides on the 
feasibility of incorporation. 
“This could produce a three to 






four year delay in develop- 
ment of the property, result- 
ing from the time required for 
the incorporation election, 
general plan review and adop- 
tion by the new city and pro- 
cessing of new tract maps. The 
potential delay imposes a sig- 
nificant financial hardship

Well, things changed recently when 
Margaret fractured her leg, while getting 
into her son Clyde’s truck for the trip to 
Agoura Hills’ House of Pancakes where 
they breakfasted daily. 

“Our Cadillac got laid up and I had to 
take her in the truck,” Clyde said. “Unfor- 
tunately, after breakfast I put her in the 
truck and she broke her leg. She was so 
defiant, she said ‘My leg’s not broken,’ but 
I took her to the hospital where she was 
x-rayed. 

“They found a fracture two inches above 
the ankle.

She’s got a lot more attention than 
she used to, though. Social Security is pro- 
viding nurses for her. We never had to take 
advantage of those benefits before.” 

Since Margaret’s accident, Clyde brings 
her breakfast of french toast and sausage 
following his regular morning routine of 
feeding the ducks at Westlake and break- 
fast at the House of Pancakes with his 
favorite waitress, Ethel Lettieri. 

“I’ve built.a hoist for her wheel chair,” 
he added. “Yesterday [Dec. 2] she started 
going out for rides. Very soon I will have a 
GMC motor home that squats right on the 
ground, so we'll have no problems in load- 
ing her anymore. I can just take her wheel 
chair and roll her in and out.”

Rita Cameron, Clyde’s wife, stays at 
home with Margaret. “She’s been pretty 
good about it, she doesn’t get us up so 
much at night as she used to. She sleeps in 
a lounge chair so she can get around. The 
doctors said in the hospital that it was bet- 
ter for to her to be raised up instead of lay- 
ing flat. We’ve got the therapist coming in 
and the nurses give her a bath. The Cadil- 
lac is working now. Clyde took the back 
seat out and puts Mother in back there. 
She went out with us yesterday. She'll 
surely be going back to the House of Pan- 
cakes, probably next week.”

Espresso, Cappucino and 
Espresso machines. During 
the holiday season, Espresso 
and Cappucino are very 
popular after dinner drinks. 
Espresso machines are more 
sophisticated than ever, com- 
ing in a variety of styles and 
price ranges, and make great 
Christmas gifts. 

The word Espresso means 
speed in Italian. Espresso is 
not a type or blend of coffee 
bean, but a process where 
coffee is brewed quickly 
under steam pressure. Good 
Espresso is rich, heavy 
bodied, with a creamy foam 
on the top known as crema. 
For the perfect cup of 
Espresso, most coffee experts 
recommend using a dark, full 
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to please and no rabies....”

Cappucino is Espresso 
served with steamed milk. It 
requires the addition of milk 
which has been made hot 
and frothy, but not boiling. 
Heavy cream and half and 
half are not recommended 
for the frothing process, 
although some people add » 
whipped cream on top as 
well as chocolate, spices and 
liqueur flavorings to add var- 
iety to this drink. 

The Italians engineered the 
first primitive Espresso 
machine about 100 years 
ago, in which water was 
heated by an alcohol lamp, 
forced through an arched 
tube by steam pressure, then 
dripped through a chamber 
filled with coffee into a pot. 
From this, Espresso 
machines evolved into the 


‘piston and valve controlled 


water pressures machines, 
the boiler water pressure 
machines, and the pump and 
automatic pump machines. 
These of course vary greatly 
in price and produce differ- 
ent quality Espresso coffee. 

When buying an Espresso 
machine, keep in mind that 
the higher the pressure it can 
build up, the better the qual- 
ity of Espresso it can make. 
In the smaller water capacity 
machines, one must release 
pressure before more Esp- 
rsesso or Cappucino can be 
made. In the more sophisti- 
cated and expensive 
machines, there is a large 
water tank which provides 
constant steam and elimi- 
nates any manual adjust- 
ment. There is a thermostat 
which maintains constant 
heat. It is also possible to 
froth milk for Cappucino 
without having to depressur- 
ize in the more sophisticated 
machines such as the Krups 
Espresso Novo and the Rotel 
by UTAC. A variety of 
Espresso machines are avail- 
able at Gourmet and Coffee 
bean shops.

bar, a five piece country 
band called Gunsmoke is fin- 
ishing the first set. It’s not 


~ uncommon to see over a 


hundred “cloggers“ kicking 
up their heels on the ply- 
wood floor that sways up 
and down with the weight of 
local dancers. At the end of 
the song, the fiddle player (a 
ringer for Dustin Hoffman), 
yells into the microphone, 
“We ain’t going nowhere, 
cowpeople, so just sit back 
and drink — big time”. 

A cheer rises from the 
crowd. They reluctantly take 
their seats. | 

The present owner, Phyllis 
Saque, comes over to take 
my order. Everyone is in fine 
spirits and before long she is 
sitting with me at my table, 
along with some band _~ 
members. She waves to a 
handsome Latin man named 
John and he joins us, stand- 
ing behind my host with his 
arm around her shoulder. 

History is handed down in 
these parts by word of 
mouth — and everyone’s got 
something to say. 

Alabama Jack’s was origi- 
nally a room for Flaglers 
railroad, completed in 1912. 
After the hurricane of ‘35 the 
place was abandoned until 
just after WW II when Ala- 
bama Jack Stratham and his 
wife, Alice, established a 
fishing camp on the narrow 
strip owned by the county. 

As business grew, so did 
the reputation. 

“This was a place people 
came to who didn’t want to 
be found,” John says, smil- 
ing. “This was the end of the 
line.” 

Phyllis bought the lease in 
1981 after Jack died and 
another owner was shot. 

“They call us the town 
with no name,” she says. 


“But we have arich, colorful . 


history - the people here 
fought floods, hurricanes, 
smugglers, Metro, developers 
- this is our home. We’re 
happy. No one’s on unem- 
ployment. People take care 
of themselves.” 

“And each other,” John 
adds. 

Phyllis looks up into his 
eyes and they smile in a way 


you don’t see much anymore. 
“I guess you could say one 
thing about us all,” she tells 
me, proudly. “We’re 
survivors.” 

Just over the Card Sound 
Bridge the mangroves grow 
more dense and the sandy 
islands glow like a string of 
pearls out into the Gulf of 


-Mexico. 


Besides the dramatic scen- 
ery, the Florida Keys have 
some of the best fishing and 
diving in the world. The 
John Pennekamp State Park 
off Key Largo offers glass- 
bottom boat rides, snorkel- 
ing, and scuba trips. Expe- 
rienced divers will help outfit 
and train you if necessary, 
and for a pretty reasonable 
price. » 

Islamorada, about 20 
miles south of Key Largo, is 
one of the main centers of 
sport fishing in the Keys. 
You can spend serious 
money for some of the 
armed-to-the-teeth deep sea 
charters, or rent a small skiff 
and guide for a fraction of 
the cost and enjoy the teem- 
ing reef fishing. ~ 

One of the best park sites 
is the state recreational area 
on Long Key — which 
includes camping and a rare 


-swimmable beach. 


But the real jewel of this 
sparkling archipelago is Key 
West. First settled by the 
aboriginal Indians, its his- 
tory reads like the story of 
an old dimestore novel. In 
1513, Ponce De Leon sailed 
to the Keys in search of the 


- fountain of youth, followed 


by conquistadors, pirates, 
then the U.S. Navy in 1822. 
The wreckers soon made the 
town the largest and the 
wealthiest in Florida by 
harvesting the misfortunes of 
ships lost on the treacherous 
reefs of the Keys. It’s seen 
booms and busts, sailors and 
smugglers, writers, artists, 
presidents, the Cuban Crisis 
of 1963, hippies, and now the 
monied young professionals. 
of the 80’s. 

It’s wise to make arrange- 
ments for accommodations 
in advance, although there 
are camping sites available 
on the upper keys. My sug- 
gestion is to rent a room in 
one of the many local resi- 
dences, or Conch Houses as 
they’re called. Prices can 
range from $25 and up, 
depending on the season. A 
list can be obtained from the 
Chamber of Commerce 
(305 / 294-2587). 

I start the day with break- 
fast at the Fisherman’s Cafe 
on Caroline Street, then ~ 
stroll across the street to the 
twisting docks of the shrimp 
boats and charters that line 
the coast up to the new Gal- 
leon Resort. Like most Key 
Westerners, the seamen love 
to tell their stories, and it’s 
easy to get a conversation 
going at the Raw Bar and 
Turtle Kraals on the end of 
Margaret Street. They tell 
me of the days when the city 
was wide open and places 
like the notorious Red Doors 
Inn (just a block away and 
nicknamed “The Buckets of 
Blood”) flourished. 

Front Street soon empties 
into the newly renovated 
business district of Old Mal- 
lory Square. This is now the 
tourist area, but I can’t resist 
a stop at Mel Fisher’s trea- 
sure exhibit. Where else can 
I see stacks of silver ingots, 
emeralds large enough to 
choke a pirate, or hold a glis-

‘tening gold bar hundreds of 
years old in my hand? 

The walk down Whitehead 
Street is a tour of old Key 
West charm and history. 
Next to the Hemingway 
House, at the Military 
Museum, the lighthouse 
tower offers a spectacular 
360 degree panorama of the 
island. 

West on Southard Street 
takes me to historic Fort 
Zachary Taylor, overlooking 
the entrance to the city har- 
bor. Built in the 1860’s as 
protection from marauding 
pirates, it is presently under 
excavation by the State 
Parks Service. Ranger 
Cullen Chambers gives a fas- 
cinating personal tour of the 
site, complete with hidden - 
vaults and local lore. _ 

Just south of the fort a 
long stand*of pines-opens 
suddenly to perhaps the most. 
beautiful, and undiscovered, 
beach in the Keys. It’s easy 
to imagine myself the only. 


one on this tropical island as o 


I lay, undisturbed, watching 
the white sandy beach curve 
slowly around the coast, 

At the end of Whitehead 
Street I come to literally the 
end of the road—the sou- 
thernmost point in the con- 
tinental United States. The 
houses that grace South and 
Duval Streets are the best 
examples of the Bahamanian 
colonial style that gives Key 
West its unique architectural 
flavor. 

A collection of city 
beaches line the southern 
shore. Besides sun bathing, 
some laze away the after- 
noon fishing the White 
Street pier, windsurfing or 
taking in a true bird’s eye 
view of the “The Rock,” 
parasailing off Smathers 
Beach. 

At the southeast corner of 
the island, The Fort Martello 
Art Gallery and Museum 
looms alone, as if it is still 
standing timeless vigil— 
another example of how the 
heritage of Key West inter- 
weaves with almost every 
aspect of its culture. 

Continuing along Roose- 
velt Boulevard, I pass rows 
of houseboats along Cow 
Key Channel. The Stock 
Island seaplane marina is 
located on the other side. 
From here it’s possible to fly 
to the outlying Keys of the 
Dry Tortugas, snorkel 
among the coral reefs and 
visit the majestic Fort Jeffer- 
son. Half day, full day or 
overnight camping trips are 
available with reservations 
(305 / 294-6978). 

Sunset brings out a wild 
assortment of characters 
back at Mallory Pier. The 
atmosphere is festive and 
encounters always friendly. 

Evening is party time, and 
there are no shortages of 
places to go. My favorites 
were two establishments that 
capture the contrasting 
atmospheres of the old and 
new. 

One is scenic Louie’s 
Backyard, at 700 Waddell 
Street. Its outdoor dining is 
first class, and the ocean 
front deck a romantic after 
hours hang-out. 

Speaking of hang-outs, the 
infamous Green Parrot at 
the corner of Southard and 
Whitehead Streets always 
has some action; and the 
adjacent Mexican Restau- 
rant has good, inexpensive 
fare. But be advised it does 
live up to its rowdy 
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reputation. | 

One thing is obvious: there 
is so much to do in such a 
small area. The Key West 
Entertainment Magazine 
(“All The Fun That’s Fit To 
Print”) offers a wide listing 


of places to stay, charters, 


clubs and other hot spots. 
The Pelican Path and 
Solares Hills publications are 
great walking and biking 
guides. All are free and 
available at most convenient 
stores.

Assets are what a person 
Owns such as savings 
accounts, cash, or stocks and 
bonds.

Take information about 
income and assets, such as 
payroll slips, tax return 
copies, bank books, insurance 
policies, car registration, and 
burial fund records. If you are 
applying for benefits for your 
minor child, you will also 
need to supply information 
about your income and assets. 

Bring information about 
where you live including the 
amount of mortgage and 
property taxes on your home 
if you own, the lease and land- 
lord’s name if you rent, and 
how much you pay for food 
and utilities. 

Take medical records or the 
names and addresses of doc- 
tors, hospitals, and clinics 
who have treated you, if you 
are disabled or blind.

Dale Poe sued for 20 million

“Every contract implies 


‘good faith and fair dealing,” 


said Richard M. Rosenthal 
who is representing 45 would- 
be Agoura Hills home buyers 
who demonstrated against 
Dale Poe Development Dec. 
5 

Rosenthal filed a suit in 
Van Nuys Superior Court for 


$20 million in damages chal- 


lenging the fairness of the 
Dale Poe Development busi- 
ness practices. The suit filed 
on Nov. 20 alleges breach of 
contract, negligent misrepres- 
entation, fraud, concealment 
and conspiracy. 


According to Rosenthal, in 


March 1987, Poe agreed to 


sell lots in the Chateau 
Springs development where 
$235,000 to $263,000 homes 
were to be built and 45 people 
put $3,000 in escrow as a dep- 
osit for them. 

In June, they received a let- 
ter from Poe stating that there 
were problems in getting the 
project approved by the city 
but that the lots and price 
quoted were guaranteed. In 
September, they were notified 
that Poe did not intend to go 


forward with the tract and the’ 


deposit money was returned. 

Last April, the tentative 
tract map for 46 lots was 
approved by the Agoura Hills 
Planning Commission, but 
the final map was never filed, 
said Paul Williams, director 
of community development.

1987/1988), the Oak Park 
Unified School District is 
making changes in the way it 
does business.

Sludge disposal aa aca 
now in testing ait

The Las Virgenes Munici- 
pal Water District, has, for 
the past two years, been study- 
ing ways to creatively dispose 
of its processed sludge. 

Although LVMWD cur- 
rently processes sludge in the 
form of underground injec- 
tions at its Rancho Las Vir- 
genes farm, sludge production 
in the future will be more than 
the farm can handle. 

Following construction of a 
test site, staff has produced a 
compost product, that, 
according to Brian Whitaker, 
operations engineer specialist 
for LVMWD, “has passed 
EPA criteria for unrestricted 
use. Odors occurring during 
composting have been limited 


to the natural earthy type, 


during the initial few days, 
with no detectable odor of 
sludge or sulfides.” 

LVMWD staff have chosen 
a composting method that

Increased density can impact plans

Corneal ulcers 


Corneal ulcers are fre- 
quently encountered in small 
animal medicine. The cornea 
is the transparent outermost 
portion of the eye consisting 
of several layers. 

Superficial ulcerations, 
erosions or abrasions indicate 
loss of corneal surface tissue. 
The cause is usually trauma, 
chemical or mechanical irrita- 
tion. Thorns, foxtails, other 
foreign bodies and fights are 
some common causes for cor- 
neal trauma. Inappropriate 
use of insecticides on pets can 
lead to chemically caused 
lesions of the cornea. 

Mechanical irritation is 
often due to fine detail 
abnormalities of the margins

of the eyelids, an embedded 
foreign body trapped under 
the eyelid or inadequate tear 
production, thus decreasing 
corneal lubrication. The small 
breeds of dogs with protrud- 
ing eyes, such as the Shitzu, 
Lhasa Apso, Pekingese and 
Boston Terrier are most 
susceptible. 

The signs of superficial 
ulceration are acute pain, 
Squinting, tearing anda 
cloudy appearance to the cor- 
nea. A drop of flourescin stain 
will delineate the extent of the 
ulceration on the cornea. 

With proper medications, 
superficial uncomplicated 
ulcers usually resolve within a 
few days. Deep corneal ulcers 
are considered an emergency. 
The cause and signs of deep 
ulcerations are the same as for 
superficial ulcers, except that 
the lesions penetrate deeper 
into the layers of the cornea 
and are usually infected. 
These ulcers will often require 
timely surgical corrections. 
Any delay in the treatment of 
extensive corneal injury may 
lead to the loss of the affected 
eye.

The president of the Las

Kim of CHS and Juliet Nel- 
son of Agoura High School, 
as well as other board 
members.

How often should you 
see your dentist? 


When you have a dental 
emergency the need to see 
your dentist is all too 
obvious. The real question 
for most people is how often 
should one go when every- 
thing feels fine and seems to 
look “OK” as well. 

In light of current 
research, the old maxim of 
“brush your teeth twice a day 
and see your dentist twice a 
year”, is due for some 
updating. 

The indications are that 
more frequent dental clean- 
ings and preventive checkups 
can contribute to healthier 


gums and teeth throughout 
life. Toothbrushing after 
every meal and before bed- 
time is better than twice a 
day also. (Don’t forget to 
floss daily too.) 

While the increased 
emphasis on preventive 
home care techniques have 
helped to create a very 
measurable improvement in 
oral health, two recent stu- 
dies found that home care, 
no matter how carefully 
done, still leaves deposits on 
the teeth that have to be 
removed by a dentist or den- 
tal hygienist.

Researchers found that 
dental cleanings performed 
on a two-month interval for 
adults, were most effective in 
maintaining maximal dental 
health. | 

While I am not quite ready 
to recommend that most of 
my patients come in every 
two months, I do feel.there is 
merit in more frequent 


~ recalls for many people. For 


children with good home 
care and low decay rates, I 
still recommend cleanings 
twice a year as their resist- 
ance to gum problems is 
usually higher than adults. 
For adults with good 
home care, low decay rates 
and good gum health, a three 
time a year schedule seems to 
work well. For those with 
lesser health levels, I do 
recommend a two or three 
month recall schedule. In all 
cases, frequency is an indi- 
vidual consideration. Ask

Not loving a parent does not necessarily imply that the 
parent is hated or despised. It does not necessarily imply 
that the parent was a wicked, awful person. It does imply, 
however, that the off spring did not feel loved and cherished 
by the parent. 

Generally, parents do the best that they can. Parents who 
damage their children, no matter how subtly, rarely do so 
consciously. Many people are sufficiently damaged from 
their own childhoods and they cannot be loving, supportive 
and responsible parents. 

For an adult to come to terms with the reality that he or 
she does not love a parent, a sizable amount of emotional 
conflict and baggage must be processed. To be able to 
accept the fact that love does not exist for the parent is to 
meet head-on the reality of a painful and unfulfilled past. It 
drudges up old wounds that hurt again as the reality is 
addressed. Most difficult of all, it heightens one’s awareness 
of not having the sense of safety that comes with a loving 
child-parent relationship. 


This entire process can be even more troublesome for 
people who have no love for non-biological parents or 
guardians. After all, to be adopted or raised by voluntary 
parents who did not have to take on the challenge and 
burden of parenting is to be considered ungrateful. 

As one woman who was adopted in infancy remarked, 
“It’s like looking a gift horse in the mouth; you might get a 
nasty bite.” Not too many people want to appear as 
ungrateful, especially if discarded by their original set of 
parents. 


Not loving a parent does not mean the parent cannot be 
enjoyed or appreciated by the adult son or daughter. It does 
mean, however, that the fairy tale formula of life may not 
be all that applicable. Not everyone has lovable parents. 
True love, furthermore, does not flourish when it is obliga- 
tory or a way to avoid feelings of guilt.
